bereas in the Fields commonly called the Wind-Mill-Fields, Dog Fields, and the 
Fields adjoyning to So-Hoe, and ſeveral other places in and about the Suburbs 
of London and Weſtminſter, divers (mall and mean Habitations and Cottages 
| Have been lately Erected upon New Foundations, and moze of that kind are 


but ſome of them againſt His Pajeſties Erpzeſs Command, ſignified by His 
Surbeyoz-general ; Which Kind of Buildings are likely to p2ove 
common and publick Nuſances, by being made uſe of foz the molt Noyſom and Offenſive 
Trades: and by becoming the Receptacles of a multitude of Pooz, to the Damage of thele 
— already too much Incumbꝛed, and by rendzing the Government of thole parts nioze 
geable ; But eſpecially by Choaking up the Aire of His Majeſties Palaces and 
Parks, and endangering the Infection, if not the total loſs of thoſe Waters, which by many 
Expencetull Dꝛains andConduits, are Conveyed from thoſe Fields to His Majeſties Palace at 
Whitehall; Whereof ſome Decay is already perceived by His b ebe Sergeant-Plummer, 
and moze is daily feared : Therefoꝛe foz pꝛevention of ſuch growing Miſchiefs, whereby His Ma⸗ 
jeſties Palaces may be greatly Annoped, the Houles of the Nobility and Gentry very much 
Dffended, the Pariſhes Over⸗charged, the Perfecting of the City Buildings very much hindzed, 
and the Health both of City and Suburbs erceedingly endangered: His Maieſty by Advice of 
His Pꝛiby Council, hath thought fit to Publiſh this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, and doth hereby 
Dtraightly Charge and Command all manner of perſons whom it doth oz may no_ That 
they fozbear to Erect, oꝛ cauſe to be Erected any moze New Buildings in the Suburbs of London 
02 Weltminſter, oz to Finiſh any Buildings in the ſaid Suburbs already begun, without His Maje⸗ 
ſties Licence in that behalk, under His Gzeat Seal firſt had and obtained: To the end, That if 
any moze New Buildings be thought fit by His Majeſty to be carried on, they may be Wuilt Firm- 
ly and Regularly, accozding to ſuch Deſign and O2der as may beſt ſuit with the ne Benekit 
and Convenience, as they will anſwer the contrary at their Perils. And ik any (hall pzelume to 
Dffend againſt H's Majeſties Royal Command herein Declared, His Majeſty will cauſe ſuch 
Buildings to be Abaſed and Thzown down, and the Perſons of ſuch Offenders to be Arreſted and 
Deiſed, and further Pzoceeded againſt accozding to the utmoſt Rigour and Severity of Law.
